PHORIA, Ml, Oct. 29.—Did young Rich- 
erd F. Higgins ki}) Mrs. Nellie Thomasson’? 

This is a question which two great 
eounties are asking, and for which States 
Attorney William Tefft and his assistant, 
©. B. McNemar, are trying to find an 
answer. ; 

They assert confidently that they wil! 
be able to prove to the satisfaction of any 
jury that young Higgins was the author of 
the injuries from which Mrs. Thomasson 
died at her home in Lacon Thursday night, 
Oct. 2, and that the assault with which 
he is charged took place in the Rock Island 
depot in this city about noon, Saturday, 
Oct. 15. 

Tt is a strange tale, this story of young 


Higgins and Mrs. Nellie Thomasson, a once sitting room, 


beautiful woman, almost twice his age

Mrs. Thomason was to arrive from Lacon 
on the steamboat Swain at 10 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning. Richard Higgins and his 
sister went to the landing, right in front 
of the Rock Island depot, to meet her. 
with the Intention, the prosecution will at- 
tempt to prove, of chastising her for caus- 
ing trouble in their family circle. 

They hunted up Frank Zindell, the depot 
janitor, and asked him if there would be 
any objection to their using the women’s 
in which men are not al- 
lowed, for the purpose of interviewing a 
woman. They volunteered the information 
that they were waiting for a woman who 
was to arrive by boat. As there was hard- 
ly a sou] around the depot, Zindell granted 


them the desired permission. 
The boat was almost two hours late. In- 
stead of arriving at 10 o'clock, it came at 


11:45 a. m. Ajl this time Higgins and his 
sister were waiting in and around the de- 
pot. Charles A. Brant, the Rock Is‘and 
ticket agent, saw them there until 11:80 a. 
m., when he went to lunch. When he re- 
turned an -hour later, they were gone. 

Few persons were around the station at 
that time. ‘The Rock Island depot is lo- 
cated on the north bank of the Illinois 
river. The neighborhood surrounding it is 
of such oa oharacter that it ts not fre- 
quented by the general public. Persons who 
go to the Rock Island depot go only when 
they have business there. Thus it comes 
that on many days there are hours a: a 
time when there is hardly a human being 
around the place. [t 18 a handsome sta- 
tion—a very pretentious place, In fact, 
with its high tower with a clock in it, 
with its glazed veneered seats, its tile 
fioor and its hara oak casings und watine- 
coating—yet it is seldom that anybody is 
there except at train time.

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THER ADMIRED y 
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The Woman 


Mrs. Nellie Thomasson was born in 
Peoria and lived here many years. 
Her maiden name wes Taylor. At 
an early age she married W illiam 
Chamberlain, but secured a divorce 
from him because of harsh treat- 
ment. Later Bhe married Clem 
he absconded with the funds of the 
Peoria camp of the Modern Wood- 
men of America and has never been 
heard of in Peoria since. It was 
about this time that Mrs. Thomasson 
became friendly with John G. Hig- 
gins. He was clerk of the camp of 
Modern Woodmen, and Mrs, Thom-

asson told certain of her friends that 

she was keeping up the monthly 

lodge dues of her husband, although 

he had deserted her, and that it was 

for the purpose of paying this money 

that she visited Mr. Higgins.

She only knew, she said, that. after 
awihle, she came to herself, put her cTfoth- 
ing in order and made her way to the ticket 
office. A train going toward Lacon was 
due in a few minutes, at 1:15 o'clock p. m 
She purchased a ticket and appealed to the 
agent to help her on the train. Here is 
what Mr. Brant says about the affair: 

“I was too busy selling tickets to attend 
to the woman, but Ed Keith, a Peoria man, 
was standing near, and I said to him: ‘Ed, 
help this lady on the train.’ 

“Keith=hesitated. The woman's hat was 
crushed out of shape; there was a lump 
on her forehead, another much larger, on 
the left side of her face, which was bloody; 
her nose was badly awollien and both eyes 
were bunged up—one of them in particu- 
lar. She had every appearance of a worm- 
an who had been roughly handled, and 
said she was afraid of being assaulted 
again. ' 

“She had with her a small hand satchel. 
After I had requested Mr. Keith the sec- 
ond time he took hold of her satchel and 
walked to the train with her as fast as pos- 
sible. After he had helped her on board 
he came back to me to demand an expla- 
nation as to why I! had placed him in such 
an embarrassing position.”’ 


The Ninety Minutes 
Not Accounted For. 


It will be observed that Mrs. Thomasson'‘s 
boat arrived at 11:45 a. m.; that she went 
immediately to the Rock Island station. 
and that !t was 1:15 o’clock p. m. when she 
bought her ticket and took the train back 
home. This leaves one hour and thirty 
minutes unaccounted for. The supposition | 
of the prosecution is that during that time 
Mrs. Thomaséeon was lying unconsctous on 
the floor of the ladies’ sitting room ifn the 
depot. Concerning this matter Mr. Brant 
said to me: 

“It is entirely possibie that a person 
could lie unconscious in that room for an 
hour and a half without being discovered, 
for there are days when very few peovle 
are around the depot, and that Saturday 
happened to be one of them. Providing 
that the assault actually took place, and 
that the woman was rendered unconscious, 
there seems to be noreason to doubt that 
she was in the room all! that time until she 
came to her senses and walked out to buy 
a ticket for home." 

Richard Higg’ns has said himself that 
he was at the Rock Island depot that 
Cay. that he was waiting to see Mrs. 
Thoimmasson; that he met her; that he and 
his sister Jennie followed her into the 
ladies’ sitting room, and that he struck 
her. But, he says, he struck her In self- 
Gefense, and only after she had sprung 
at him with a hat pin tn her hand, intending 
to stab him, and even at that, ho says, it 
was more of a push than a blow, and the 
only effect was to cause her to fall over 
on a chair. 


Story of Person 
Who Heard Crier. 


In this connection Conrad Suft, superin- 
tendent of the poorfarm of Marshal!

Finally news of the matter reached 
State’s Attorney Tefft. His assistant, Mr. 
McNemar, at once set about an investiga- 
tion of the affair, and on the strength of 
the evidence he collected he swore to @ 
warrant charging Richard F. Higgins with 
assault to kill. 

That was on the afternoon of Thursday, 
Oct. ®. That night Mrs. Thomasson died. 

Higgins was at once arrested and placed 
in the Peoria County jail. It hag been ex- 
pected that he would be rearrested on @ 
coroner's warrant charging him with hav- 
ing caused the death of Mrs. Nellie Thom- 
asson, but Coroner Geener of Marshall 
County has not yet issued the document. 
Should the attorneys for the defense ques- 
tion the legality of such a course, they say, 
a warrant charging Higgins with murder in 
the first degree will be applied for imme- 
diately In Peorla County. 


What Defendant’s 
Attorney Says. 


A preliminary hearing was to have been 
held last Wednesday, but this was post- 
poned. Frank J. Quinn) who will be the 
leading attorney for the defense, tells me 
that they will probably not ask for a pre- 
Iiminary examination, nor will they ineti- 
tute habeas corpus proceedings, as re- 
prted, because, even were the offense 
proved to be bailable, Higgins would be at 
liberty only two weeks, as the gran@jury 
which will probably indict him will con- 
vene Nov. 14. 

Mr. Quinn was chairman of the last 
Tllimois state Democratic convention. Mrs. 
H ggins, who fs worth $30,000, has engaged 
him to dGefand her son. Associated with 
him will be Joseph A. Well and Edward 
McCabe. 

When the case comes to trial {t will be 
heard by ‘elther Judge N. B. Worthington, 
Judge L. D. Puterbaugh or Judge T. N. 
Green, the three judges of the Peoria cir 
cult. 

In the meantime, where is John G. Hig- 
gins? 

This is a question to which Peorla would 
like to have an answer. 

Not since he went to the World's Fafr. 
now three weeks ago, has he been seen 
in his accustomed places. 

Now that his son is tn prison his bust- 
ness ils being neglected, save for such at- 
tention as his wife, daughter and one other 
son can give it.

Companies’ Heads “Suggest” How 
Employes Shall Cast Their 
Ballots. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Further proof of 
the World's statement that the heads of 
the big corporations are supporting Roose- 
velt is furnished by the Roosevelt and 
Fairbanks League of Telegraph Operators, 
recently formed in this city. 

There are about eight thousand telegra- 
phers in the metropolis, and a great ma- 
jority of them are Democrats. Men high 
in the offices of the Western Union and 
Postal companies paved the way for the 
organization of the new league, and the 
suggestion for thelr action is credited to 
George J. Gould and to Clarence H.

Upwards of one thousand telegraphers, 
acting on the suggestion of their immediate 
superiors, have joined the Republican 
l e, but many of them have done so 
under protest.

WILL BLOSSOM AS A ROSE 


Territory Has Been Divided Into 
Districts So Work May Be 
Handled Effectively. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo, Oct, 2.— 
Stretching from the southeastern counties 
of Missouri southward to the mouth of the 
St. Francis river, at Helena, Ark., is a ter- 
ritory known as the St. Francis Basin, 
bounded on the east by the Mississippi 
river and on the west by Crowley's Ridge, 
fabulously rich in the elemental constitu- 
tion of its soil and awaiting only the com- 
ing of the husbandman to redeem it from 
the wilderness and make it blossom as the 
rose. 

More than the arrival of the husbandman 
is requisite to the task, however, for the 
region is one subject by mature to over- 
flow from the Mississippi river and deso- 
late by reason of defective drainage. The 
first of these evils has been already reme- 
died by the construction of the great sys- 
of extending navigation up the St. francis 
levee system, beginning In Missouri and 
stretching in an unbroken line to within 
a few miles of the mouth of the St. Fran- 
cis along the winding bank of the Father 
of Waters. The second is a problem which 
is attracting the attention and enlisting the 
eriergies of what is known as the 8t. Fran- 
cis River Improvement Association, 

There is an association of the property 
holders in the St. Francis basin, organized 
in May, 1903, for the purpose of assisting 
the natural drainage of the region by 
means of artificial ditches, and incidentally 
of extending navigation up the 8t. Francis 
river to the nead of what are known as 
“the sunk lands."’ 

The sunk landg are a strip of land of 
irregular shape lying along the course of, 
the St. Francis river, depressed beiow the 
level of the surrounding territory by the 
qrest earthquake of 1811, and overflowed 

uring most of the year by the waters of 
the St. Francis. This strip is from one to 
three or four miles wide, and the water 
stands from two to three feet deep over 
its surface. There is scarcely a percep- 
tible current. The surface is covered with 
growth of shrubs, trees, marsh grass and 
weeds. Water fowl and reptiles are its 
inhabitants. ‘ 

The work of the association will be: 
First, to dredge a channel through this 
sunken region, giving the waters an open 
way in which to gather ind flow, and 
second, to dredge cut-offs across some of 
the more sinuous windings of the stream 
below, #0 as to decrease the total lengih 
of the channel and increase the fail per 
font. It is asserted by engineers that by 
this means the fall in the channel can be 
increased until it will easily carry off ail 
the rainfall of the St. Francis basin, and 
reieem from waste thousands of acres that 
ate now submerged during a large part of 

ie year. 

It is further asserted by engineers who 
have studied the problem that when the 
channel is thus straightened and cleaned 
out there will be ample volume of water 
im the river .to give navigation to the 
head of the sunk lands, thus ving water 
transportation to the invaluable timber re- 
sources and agricultura’ products of the 
section and eecuring from the railroads 
permeating the &t. neis bottom better 
rates than would otherwise obtain.

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ARMED GUARD 
10 PATROL TH 
UUTLAW RANGE 
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Union Pacific Railroad Organizes a 
Company of Rangers Who Are 
Charged With Duty of Protect- 
ing Its Trains From Raiders. 


EACH MAN A DEAD 8HOT 
AND SCORNFUL OF FEAR 


Their Oar, With Horses Ever 
Ready Can Be Hurried to Dan- 
ger Place on a Few Minutes No- 
tice. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 22.—To clean up the 
worst bandit belt in the country is the task 
to which the Union Pacific Railroad has set 
itself. The flat has gone forth from head- 
quarters that the organized bands of train 
robbers that have operated in the bad lands 
of Wyoming are to be exterminated. 

To secure this result Tim Keliher’s com- 
pany of mounted rangers has been formed 
to patro)] the tracks of that railroad in the 
outlaw storm center between Medicine Bow 
und Green river. Armed guards ride every 
passenger train. A special car and engine 
lie in the railroad yards at Cheyenne ready 
at a moment’s notice to transport fast 
horses and hardy riders to the scene of ac- 
tion. The industry of train-robbing is to be 
suppressed at all costs, 

The suggestion that armed guards ride on 
every passenger train was made first by W. 
lL. Park, superintendent of the Wyoming 
division of the Mne, after the Wilcox and 
Tipton robberies of 1899 and 1900. This 
plan was shortly afterward put into force 
by W. T. Canada of Omaha, chief of the 
eecret service of the Union Pacific system. 
The result has amply justified the pre- 
caution. From that day to this there has 
not been a robbery in the protected terri- 
tory. 

But the Union Pacific proposed to make 
assurance doubly sure. To that end Tim 
Keliher’s ranger company has been formed 
to patrol the “bandit belt,’’ which stretches 
from east of Rawlins to Green river, 
through a rough, sparsely settled country 
favorable to the operations of train rob- 
bers. 


Rangers Are 
Picked Men. 


This company is composed of picked men. 

Every one of them is a dead shot, a good 
rough rider and “is nervy as they make 
them.” It costs the Union Pacific about 
31000 a month to maintain its ranger serv- 
ice, but the “U. P. flyers’ go screaming 
through the bad lands of Wyoming without 
fear of bandits. For on every passenger 
train guards sit nursing repeating rifles 
ind eomewhere along the line between 
‘heyenne and Green river {fs the rangers’ 
car, loaded with fast horses and determined 
‘fficers, ready to take up the trail as soon 
is electricity has flashed the message of 
the robbery. 

The extension of the long distance tele- 
hone to the ranch lands, following as it 
lid the settlement of the cow country, was 
‘he first shock to the flourishing industry 
yf train-robbing. Since the whereabouts 
xf the escaping desperadoes could be tele- 
phoned from point to point In advance of 
their arrival, it became necessary to aban- 
don the more settled portions of the coun- 
try for their flelds of operation. 

There were established what became 
known as bandit belts. One astretched 
across Texas to Arizona along the South- 
ern Pacific line. Another zigzagged through 
the Colorado mountains to the country 
ubout the well-known Robbers’ Roost. A 
third—and the most dangerous of all—belted 
Wyoming in the rough cow country, where 
ile Jackson's Hole and the notorious Hole- 
in-the-Wall. "Here, among the Tetons, as 
the Big Horn mountains are called, far 
from civilization and the long arm of the 
law, lurked a strange population composed 
of cattle rustlers, highwaymen and fugi- 
tives from justice. The Hole-in-the-Wall 
especially was a natural fortification and, 
what wag of more avail to the despgradoes 
who infested it. every settler was at outs 
with the law. 

No sheriff's posse could invade its sacred 
precints and hale forth a criminal The

Horn and Missouri Valley railroad. The 
nearest point of contact on the north to the 
Hole-in-the-Wall is Cody, the terminus 
of the Burlington branch that runs from 
Toluca. This is 20 miles away across 
the mountains. Two Hundred miles due

TOBACCO. GROWERS 
FIGHTING. TRUST 


Adopt Scale of Prices and Will 
Hold Crop Till They 
Get It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 29.—The Inter- 
state Tobacco Growers’ Protective Associa- 
tion of Virginia and North Carolina pub- 
lishes through its official paper, the South- 
ern Tobacconist and Modern Farmer, the 
scale of prices for farmers’ tobacco, as 
adopted at the meeting of the sales-execu- 
tive committee a few days ago. 

The organization of the tobacco growers 
of Virginia and North Carolina is progress- 
ing rapidly, and there are now nearly 8000 
members of the interstate association. 
Thése farmers are pledged to hold their 
crops for the prices agreed upon by their 


sales-executive committee. There are more 
than 26,000 tobacco growers in Virginia and 
North Carolina, and they are joining the 
main association at the rate of nearly 

a week. The organization was formed to 
combat the policies of the American Tobac- 
ov Co. In securing a monopoly of the mar- 
ket and then forcing prices down to the 
lowest notch, ‘

“WG ROCK” AN 
INDIANA FREAK 


Waters in Past Ages Chiseled It 
From Rock Into Present 
Shape. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HARTFORD CITY, Ind., Oct. 29.—One of 
the most peculiar of nature’s somber senti- 
neis is Jug rock, in Martin County, India- 
na. Its striking formation geadily suggests 
the appellation. The rock stands guard at 
the side of a ravine 6 to a hundred feet 
deep, just above the shallows In the east 
fork of the White river, that gave the namé 
to the town of Shoals. Travelers often stop 
at Shoals to see the jug, and the sight ts 
well worth a pilgrimage. 

Standing to the south side of the ravine, 
one can see the odd cap of the rock tow- 
ering to the level. In fact, it Is nothing 
lass than a portion of the same plain, long 
ago separated by the action of water. The 


surface limestone of the plain may be 
seen in the cap. Lower down, where the 
stone is not go hard, the water cut under 
this cap, thus forming the top. Al) hills 
are made in this way. They are not, In 
reality, elevations, but are portions of the 
original plains not cout away by the 
waiters. 

Jug rock is forty-two feet high from 
its own base. But ita base is not at the 
bottom of the channel. It is many cen- 
turies since the current swept around on 
the south side of it. 

Scarcely less interesting is a freak of 
the bluff on the west side called the Pin- 
nacle. It is a cliff over sixty feet high, 
split by some convulsion of nature from 
the top to the very bottom. The rock is 
parted from two to six feet and the frac- 
ture is so straight that one can stand at 
poe Dea and look up to the sky over- 
ead. 

Natural curiosities, however, are not 
the only things of interest in Marion 
County. It is rich in undeveloped re- 
sources. There is plenty of the genuine 
Bedford limestone, as yet unworked. 
And many a farimner supposes himself 
poor whose deed covers great treasure, 
only waiting to be turned into money. 
This stone aione has made Martin Coun- 
ty wealthy. Some of the heirs of these 
yeomen are going to become millionaires 
only by the use of their braing in the 
development of what their fathers 
owned. 

Coal prospects are many and rich. In 
a mile or two west of Shoals a company 
has control of about 1100 acres in one 
tract. In the whole of this the stratum 
of coal has an average thickness of forty 
inches. Another tract contains over 
40,000,000 cubie feet. The quality ranks 
high as a produeer of heat.

State Statistician’s Report Shows 
Remarkable Progress in the 
Varied Industries.

TERRE HAUTE, os Oct. 29.—Statis- 
tics on manufacturing industries in In- 
diana for the year 1902 have just been ¢om- 
piled by State Statistician Johnson, and 
will be used in his biennial repert soon 
to be issued. He calls attention to the 
fact that the railway facflities, the location 
of Indiana and her coal fields make this 
state @ great Manufacturing common- 
wealth. Mr. Johnson says that Indiana 
leads the world in the manufacture of 
woodenware, including wagons and fafrm- 
ing implements of all kinds, afd ranks 
high fn {ts glass manufactories. 

It is stated that during the last two 
eer — ee enemas . 


years there has been an astonishing growth 
in Indiana in the manufacturing of pro- 
prietary medicines and in paints. A fea- 
ture of the industries of this state of late 
years is the manufacture of by-products 
ef petroleum. 


Mr. Johneon states that $1.000,000 was In- 
vested in the manufacture of petroleum 
by-products in 1902, that $17,000,000 worth of

There is no uniform system for 
the purchase of rice from the producer, 
some buying it outright and others milling 
it on toll rates. The latter are able to dis- 
pose of the product cheaper than the for- 
mer, as they take no chances. The millers 
who buy the rice pay $1.20 to $1.80 per sack 
at the mills. After the farmer pays 19 to 
20 cents a sack for freight what remains 
to him does not cover the cost of produc- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Clark threw Nght upon the charac- 
ter of the Japanese who are coming to 
this country and engaging in rice culture 
and other pursuits. He brought the first 
Japanese colony into Texas, accompanying 
them from f§San Francisco, anl retnin- 
ing them in his employ until those who 
desired to stay bought land of their own. 

“It is a mistake to believe that the Jap- 
anese are cheap laborers,’’ he said. ‘‘One 
of the first stipulations which they make is 


the payment of od wages, and they can 
not be employed "es cheaply as can the 
Mexicans or negroes. They are a very su- 
perior people, alert, intelligent, well edu- 
cated, energetic and thoroughly reliable 
with respect to their financial obligations. 
One can not tell when he employs a 
Japanese whether he is the common la- 
borer which he pretends to be or the son 
of some dignitary, or commissioner of ag- 
riculture, or representative of a banking 
house. They conduct themselves in the 
same manner, live in the same style ac- 
cording to the station of a farm hand, 
labor as industriously at the plow and 
exercise the same diligence in the care of 
stock. Among the first colony I employed 
were a graduate of Stanford university, 
one from Yale and several government em- 
peoven, There was not one who did not 
ave @ more substantial bank account 
than any of the farmers in the vicitiny.” 


WANT PAPEH TN INDIAN TONGUE 


Creek Council Asked to Publish 
One to Protect the Rights 
of Tribe. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., Oct. 29.—A Dill has 
been introduced in the Creek council at 
Okmulgee providing for a publication to 
be issued in the Creek language to furnish 
information to full-blood Creeks who can- 
not read or talk English. 

Its object will be to explain all rules 
promulgated by the secretary of the »in- 
terior and to make the Indians familiar 
with all the forms and intricacies connect- 
ed with the care of their property interests. 

It will also aim to enlighten them on the 
workings of the United States courts and 
put them in a position to protect them- 
sdéives against the designs of unscrupulous 
and designing persons who have been in 
the habit of taking advantage of the In- 
dians’ ignorance to reb him of his money 
and land. 

The bill was inspired by Alex Posey, one 
of the leading Creek citizens, and several 
members of the council who are interested 
in the enlightenment of the _ full-blood 
Creeks. 

The publication will be made in connec- 
tion with a national bureau of information 
which shall be conducted and managed by 
a Crek citizen, who shall be appointed by 
the principal chief and who will be well 
versed in both the Creek and English lan- 
guages. The publication would be issued 
weekly and one copy furnished free to 
each Creek-reading citizen of the nation. 
Besides running the decrees of the in- 


terior de ment and the current decrees 
of the courts, [t would contain other news 
of current int to the Creek people. 
The bill provides that 1000 copies be pub- 
ished each week and that the first issues 


shal be out on Jan. 1, 196%. The expense 
of maintaining the bureau are to be rne 
by the Creek nation and the council i to 
appro riate $2000 for the pur e.

AETUN OLD CONFDERATE FLAG 


Massachusetts Veteran Will Give 
It te Town From Which He 
Captured It. 


BOSTON, Mass., Oct. 29.—A Confederate 
flag which was taken from Laurel, Md., 
during the civil war by Nathaniel F. Story 
and a companion, of the Sixth Massachu- 
setts regiment, is to be returned to the 
place in which it was captured, 

It was soon after April 19, 1861, when 
the Sixth Massachusetts had been mobbed 
in Baltimore. Gen. Butler was at Annap- 
olis and a battalion of troops was sent to 
Laurel, half way between Baltimore and 
Washington, to protect his commumnica- 
tions. Story and Charles W. Ricker were 
privates in this battalion. Just west of 
Laurel theetwo saw a Confederate flag 
floating from a dwelling. They seized the 
flag and started for camp, pursued by the 
eccupants of the house, who were armed 
with guns. A builet fired by one of the 
Marylanders wounded Story in the arm and 
his blood stained the flag. 

Reaching camp, the captors gave the flag 
into the custody of Col. Edward Jones 
afterwam Lieutenant Governor of New 
York, who after the war returned it to 
Story. Ricker visited Boston this sum- 
mer, and it was agreed that he should 


have the captured banner. After consider- 
ing various ways of disposing of it he de- 
termined to present it to the Confederate

Weather Is Perfect and the Pick- 
ing in Texas Is Near 
an End. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

SHERMAN, Tex., Oct. 29.—The weather 
remains ideal for the cotton harvest and 
the flelds still hold such allurements that 
it is hard for institutions requiring un- 
skilled labor to secure and hold the same. 

Bankers throughout Grayson and con- 
tiguous counties, both in Texas and In- 
dian Territory, state that the mumber of 
@mall individual deposits has materially 
increased, and that many, if not the most, 
of them come from cotton pickers. 

Perhaps the ginners are the best judges 
of the progress of the picking. That 75 
per cent of this year's yield in this sec- 
tion has been picked is very conservative, 
if not actually below the real bulk of the 
amoumt gathered, and this estimate is 
made after careful inquiry among gin- 
ners. There are some notable instances of 
where the amount ginned up to this time 
is in excess of the total amount ginned 
last year, and there are other instances 
of where there will be a final shortage as 
compared with the total of last year, and 
this latter class is in the majority. 

Grayson County produced, according to 
ginners’ reports last year, approximately 
60.000 bales. The total number of bales 
ginned so far this year is not much, if 
any, in excess of 35,000 bales, and sch 
practical ginners ag Albert Thornton of 
Ilda say that in ipely sehament the picking 
is nearing an end, and that it will come to 
an abrupt close because there is no top 
crop to afford either the third picking or 
boll thrashing that made no smal! part of 
last year’s aggregate. Mr. Thornton says, 
in connection with the above statement, 
that the Ida gin will handle at least W per 
cent more than last year. These two state- 
ments, which have both bull and bear fea- 
tures, when taken into consideration in 
making an estimate on the probable yield, 
show how uncertain predictions are. 

The gins showing marked increase in pat- 
ronage this year are principally interior 
custom gins, which is taken to indicate 
that less cotton has been hurried to rall- 
way stations to be sold in the seed by 
wagon loads than last year, and the rea- 
son assigned is that farmers were in less 
need of little dabs of ready money than 
the were last year, which theory. is 
backed up by the fact that there is more 
cotton being held in the bale by the farm- 
ers than has been known here for several 
years, but still careful inquiry made by 
the correspondent shows that the amount 
of cotton thus held is not so large as 
some estimates put it. In years past, 
when farmers have held thelr cotton for 
better prices, and no denial is made of 
that being the cause of the piling up of 
unmarketed cotton, it has been the rule 
that a slump in prices, such as has been 
a stampede to market, but it does not ap- 
pear that this has been the rule this year.

Twelve thousand persons—standing room 
was not available for more—attended the 
Democratic rally held at Exposition Colj- 
seum, Thirteenth and Olive Streets, last 
night under the auspices of the Jefferson 
Club..

Outside of the building were hundreds of 
enthuslastic Democrats, anxious but un- 
able to gain admittance. - 

The meeting was scheduled to open at 
8:30. At that time the big parade, in 
which 6000 party workers took part, “had 
not reached the Exposition bullding. 

President Harry B. Hawes of the Jef- 
ferson Club arrived at the Coliseum at 9 
and immediately following him came Mar 
tin Littleton, the Brooklyn Democratic ora-

Joseph W. Folk, Democratic nominee for 
governor; President David R. Francis of 
the World's Fair; Gov. A. M. Dockery,

“This is great,’’ remarked Mr. LAttleton 
as he mounted the platform provided for 
the speakers and the 200 vice-presidents 
of the meetings, and surveyed the thou- 
sands pouring into the hall.

Michael Azzi, Strong Man of 
World’s Fair Concession» Dies 
From Bullet Wounds. 


Michall Azzi, the Strong Man of Jerusa-| 
lem, whose feats of strength were wont to 
amaze World's Fair visitors before he was 
made director of guides, was shot twice 
rear the heart last night by Nicolas Sabah, 
who keeps the grocery at the corner of 
Moorish and Silversmiths streets inside the 
concession, and died before he reached the 
hospital. 

The men have long been boon companions 
and have gambled together whenever they 
kave had the time or the money ever since 
the concession opened. 

Friday night the men gambled as usual, 
and the bout wound up In a fist fight. But 
they apparently healed the breach and 
seemed to be as friendly as usual. 

The story told by witnesses is that last 
night at & o'clock Azzi strolled down Sil- 
versmiths street, entered Sabah’s store 
and asked the loan of a small sum of 
money, which was refused him. 

This made Azzi very angry, and, witnesses 
say, he grat-bed a butcher knife from the 
counter and ran at Sabah with ft uplifted. 
Elias Prad, also a Syrian, tried to inter- 
fere, but Azzi drove him off with the 
knife. Suddenly Sabah drew a revolver 
from his pocket and fired three shots at 
Azzi. At the third shot Azzi sank to 
the floor, and Sabah, standing over him, 
delivered two more shots at him. 

Sabah then turned and fied, climbing 
the wall near St. Stephen's gate and run- 
ning into the woods toward Morocco, 2 con- 
cession near Jerusalem, leaving his red fez 
on the ground behind him. 

All the Syrians within the concession Tan 
to the fallen man and picked him up, bear- 
ing him toward the gates crying “Allah! 
Allah!” and heating their heads with their 
fists. An ambulance was called and Azz! 
was hurried to the hospital, but died before 
he reached it. 

The police were at once notified and im- 
mediately caused all the gates in Jerusalem 
and Morocco to be locked, and notified the 
district police stations, the World's Fair 
gatekeepers and the police at the Union 
Station to lovk out for Sabah. 

Late In the evening Fred Miles, manager 
of Jerusaiem, told the police that he knew 
where Sabah was in hiding. and that he 
would turn the Syrian over to them be- 
fore morning. He explained this by say; 
ing that in Jerusalem there are two fac- 
tions of Syrians, one favoring Azzi, the 
other following Sabah. It was feared that 
if Sabah’s whereabouts were made pubiic 
violence might be offered him. He said 
that as soon as Sabah could arrange to 
prove that he «hot only In self-defense he 
would surrender,

Battleships and Forts of Russians 
Would Be Attacked From 
the Heayens. 


Dr. August Greth of San Francisco, in- 
fentor and navigator of the airship ‘‘Cali- 
‘ornia Fagle.’’ now in St. Louis, says he 
las received a tentative proposition 
hrough representatives of the Japanese 
zovernment to ship his vessel to the Orient 
to be used in discharging dynamite and 
other high explosives over the ships of the 
Russian fleet and over the cities and forts 
within the circle of hostilities. 

Dr. Greth stated yesterday that he had 
heen approached by men very close to the 
government of the Mikado, men practical- 
ly representing Japan, who had made a 
lefinite proposition to take his airship to 
the scene of hostilities and join with the 
Japanese armies and navy in the further 
yrogress of the war. 


“These gentiemen of whom I speak,"’ he 
said, “are well known figures in the com- 
nercial world, and have a very close con- 
ection with the diplomatic affairs of their 
‘wn country. They visited me at my work- 
hops and laboratory in San Francisco, and 

thoughtfully demonstrated to them that 
ay airship was practicable for the purpose 
lesired. 

The tests fully satisfied them that my ma- 
hine could be used with the greatest suc- 
ess in sending 
forts of the 
nmemy. 

“T cannot state that this proposition 
ame direct from the Japanese government, 
mut I will say that if the negotiations are 
*onclud as they have been originated, 
within the next two months, I, with the 
airship, will be en route across the Pacific 
to fulfill my part of the contract.’

COMBES’ MEASURE

French Premier Proposes a Slow 
Process of Separating Church 
and State. 


PARIS, Oct. 29.—Premier Combes today 
presented the government's project for the 
separation of church and state to the com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Deputies having 
charge of the subject. The measure em- 
braces 25 articles which do not differ mate- 
rially from the committee’s measure here- 
tofore prepared. Some of the chief features 
of the government's bill are as follows: 

Instead of making an outright separa- 
tion as the committee proposed, Combes 
provides for a period of transition, with 
the view to the organization of new church 
conditions and allows the clergy an in- 
demnity for 400 francs for four years fol- 
lowing the separation, in order to permit 
of their making new arrangements for the 
provincial support of churches. A system 
of pensions is provided for the dignitaries 
of the churches according to age and po- 
sition. Provision is made against public 
and religicus manifestations on the streets 
and highways. The general supervision of 
cults is retained. The French embassy to 
the Vatican is suppressed and there are 
many detailed provisions for carrying out 
the new regime.

IN ILLINOIS 


PROBABLE 


Tuesday Will See All the Mines 
Closed Through the Walkout of | 
Engineers If Some Basis of Ad-. 
justment Is Not Reached Ear-. 
lier. 


REFUSE REDUCTION: 
~ OPERATORS ARE FIRM 


Some of the Mine Owners Say 
That a Temporary Stoppage 
Would Be of Great Benefit and 
All Say They Can’f Pay the 
Scale: 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, , 
SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Oct. 29.+There is 


indeation that no coal will be holsted 
on Tuesday by the coal mines of Iilinols. 


If the threatened shut-down occurs there 
is no telling how long it will last, although 
there is a general belief that the idleness 
will not be of long duration. 

At a meeting that lasted less than an 
hour the Illinois Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion indorsed the action of its executive 
committee in the negotiations with the 
National Brotherhood of Coal Hoisting 
Engineers. 

The engineers insist upon the same scale 
they have received for the past two years. 
The miners cf Illinois accepted a small re- 
duction and the engineers have refused 
to accept a reduction of 5.55 per cent. 

At a meeting of the engineer’s organiza- 
tion President Taylor was instructed to 
stand firm for the present scale, after the 
engineers had declined an offer made by 
the operators to arbitrate the difficulty. 

Taylor has no alternative. 

The operators today refused to pay the 
same scale for two years longer. Taylor 
will have to secure further instructions 
from the engineers and as these instruc-. 
tions came from the various local unions it 
is not likely that the matter can be ad- 
justed by Tuesday morning, when the 
engineers have served notice, they will quit. 

A shut-down at this time means consid- 
erable loss to the miners of the state, and 
may have the effect of sending coal prices 
upward again. 

In some cases it {is even charged that the 
operators will welcome a shut-down as a 
likely manner in which to raise the price 
of coal. 

Because of the hostility between the en- 
gineers’ and miners’ organizations it is 
possible that the operators will make an 
effort to procure new engineers if a strike 
results, to fill the places of the men who

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 29.—President 
Roosevelt today suddenly reached the con- 
clusion that the Republicans are doing en- 
tirely too much explaining and sent word 
to Chairman Cortelyou to call off any ar- 
rangements he may have made for a 
speech in New York next Friday night.

CHARACTER RECOVERING. 

Let us sing a hymn of praise and thanksgiving, “Char- 
acter is a modern commercial asset of rapidly increasing 
importance.” ! 

So says Mr. J. W. Trego, former president of the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men, at the monthly meeting 
of the Chicago local organization. 

“The men with positions to give,” says Mr. Trego, “have 
abandoned their desire for shrewd men who can obtain re- 
sults without good explanation.” 

The importance of character has never been entirely 
neglected, but in these latter days “ability to do things” 
has taken precedence of it in many business and political 
enterprises. ‘ 

In the operations of high finance, for instance, the man 
employed to put the thing through was not asked for 
testimonials in regard to his integrity, honor, virtue, etc. 
“Can he do things?” “Can he do the other man?” “What 
experience has he had in doing things and his fellow 
man?’ These have been the capital merit in the man 
chosen to put the thing through in high finance, and the 
consequence is that a frenzy has overcome the market 
and men go about half crazy with gratified or disap- 
pointed greed. 

Then in politics: Remember the way we did things 
down in Panama. They do say we did the Panamans. 
Candor, honor, virtue, integrity—all the qualities that go 
to make character—what had they to do but to sing 
small when the mood took us to do things—and the 
Panamans?f 

But if Mr. Trego is correct in his forecast character is 
rising in the market. It is “recovering,” as we say on the 
hillside. It is sure to go to par and above. And just as 
surely the ability to do things without regard to morals 
or law will drop so low that it can’t be quoted without 
a resort to the infinitesimal.

‘sland is so debauched that any great number of citizens 
ire ready to sell their votes it can hardly be called a self- 
roverning community. 

Gov. Garvin’s extraordinary proclamation is a con- 
'easion, salutary, perhaps, but one that must excite shame 
n the heart of every self-respecting American. Corrup- 
jon which involves officials always open to temptation, 
und greedy representatives of special interests, is bad 
wnough, but it can be eradicated by honest and vigorous 
wrosecution. But corruption which involves the electorate 
f a state reaches the source of authority and poisons the 
whole body politic and social. A state which is in such a 
condition has lost the perfect health of freedom.

BRIBERY AS A 


The Far Reaching Extent of the Missouri Issue. 


The campaign in Missouri, as it represents the issues of 
the last three years, is not a party struggle It i a 
revolt. It ie the most notable revolt, the most significant 
rebellion, in the history of twe generations in Missouri and 
in the United States. 

It was to obscure this, to reduce it to the level of « 
party struggle, that Cook, with his record of protection 
by statute of limitations, was forced on the Democratic 
ticket and Walbridge, with a similar record, put at the 
head of the Republican ticket. 

In spite of this, the issues of the last three years in 
Missouri are still before the people as the issues of re 
volt, of rebellion in spite of party, in spite of party con- 
vention, business convention and every other convention 
through which bribery as a business has been made what 
Judge H. 8. Priest called it, when, on Oct. 4, 1902, in hie 
defense of Robert M. Snyder in the Central Traction 
bribery cases, he said: “At most, bribery is a conven- 
tional offense. In most civilizations it is a trifling offonse.” 

In this sentence, endeavoring to convince a jury that 
the crime of bribery was far lese criminal than confess- 
ing it as a “state's witness,” Judge Priest, in his zeal for 
his client, gave the key to a situation so general that the 
question of the campaign in Missouri is solely of whether 
or not this definition shal] be justified by political morals 
of the future as it certainly has been of the past. 

A “conventional offense” is made so by “convention,” 
by the same “agreement through getting together” on a 
common base, which nominates a party candidate. When 
it is said that bribery has been a “conventional offense” in 
Missouri, it is meant that but for agreement to consider 
something wrong im it (when found out), it would not be 
an offense at all 


Is this not a real definition of the practices of the 
past, as they threaten to repeat themselves in the future? 
Is it not true that the whole issue of the campaign in Mis- 
souri is the issue of whether revolt against these practices, 
making bribery “conventional,” shal] succeed or be com- 
promised, put down, suppressed, as rebellion is suppressed ? 

For three years we have had insurrection against some 
thing that had become conventional—“the regular thing.” 
The worst had imposed itself as the best. Against it, the 
people, when they found a rallying point, showed them- 
selves insurgent. From all sides and through the ma 
chinery of both parties, they were treated as insurgents 
against “regularity.” Every effort was made to put them 
down and assert the “conventionality” against them 
through which bribery as a business had become “conven- 
tional,” “only a conventional offense,” the regular and 
expected thing of politics, of franchise buying, of control- 
ling the action of state boards of equalization, of municipal 
assemblies, of legislatures, of law. As a “conventionality” 
bribery usurped the place of law and sat in the seat of 
justice, making the law and then declaring it 

This is not a generality. It is a condensation of hun- 
dreds of pages of evidence. Any single one of the multi- 
farious forms of corruption uncovered by the work of 
Joseph W. Folk extends itself further and further, until it 
ramifies through the whole country, through the corrup- 


tion of national politics, through the business which de 


pends on corrupt politics and into the widely and extor-

“Higher up,” where bribery is conventional, are corrup- 
tionista, who make corruption a method. The men who 
bought the Missouri Legislature in the interest of “public 
health” or “public education” were attempting from state 
to state to buy a national monopoly, for which they had 
already organized. Every such speculative and fraudulent 
organization, every speculative organization, aiming at mo- 
nopoly through the contro! of great public franchises and 
privileges, has made bribery a part of its business. It has 
become the method through which speculation, overriding 
law, or monopoly active through law, seeks sudden wealth 
through fraud on the public or extortion from it 

While in his work, Joseph W. Folk has done only the 
duty which every honest man in office must do, while he 
has done in his wholly exceptional and astonishing career 
in office only what under the law every man elected to 
such office is bound by his oath to do; while he has only 
cleared his own skirts, escaped by his work the breaking 
of his official oath and shown himself an honest man, his 
work is so far out of the common that it supports with 
evidence every statement made in this article as an under 
rather than an over statement of what have been actual 
conditions, existing in Missouri as a result of bribery, 
general in America is a “conventionality.” 


He has proved the case. He has given the evidence for 
the prosecution to demonstrate the actual truth of what 


“at most a conventional offense”’—« political method, a 
legislative method, a judicial method, a business method 
involving corruption from the highest places to the lowest.

“conventionality” is the final offense which destroys every- 
thing and forces anarchy in destroying both the mora! pow- 
er and the actual validity of the law, as purchased through 
the corruption of lawmakers. 3 

By doing his simple duty, like an honest man, and a de 
termined one, Folk has accomplished the seeming miracle 
of proving on evidence, point by point, the far-reaching 
extent of the corruption of which as a generality, every 
one was vaguely aware. Shall such work be vindicated and 
forced forward? Or shall it be ignored in the interests of 
“regularity ?” 

When the issue fs made on such evidence, ft fs the issue 
on which all others depend. It is above all party con- 
siderations, all ofher considerations, except that of holding 
society together on a basis above the basis of fraud 

To respond to such evidence as this by “voting a ticket 
straight” for practitioners of political corruption as a 
“conventional offense” would be to show weakness both of 
mind and morals. Such weakness would make bribery in 
the future the “conventional” thing, the regular thing, the 
always expected thing to which exception would be as 
astonishing as the exceptional record made by Folk when 
merely by doing his duty in a minor office he laid the 
foundations for what the people (if they will) can make 
a great and far-reaching revolution in American political 
and business life Will they? That is the question they 
must answer as the question of what they mean and intend 
for their own future in Missouri and in the United States.

Liklihood of Football Game Between Washington and sh 
Louis Universities Seems Remote—Fair Progress Report. — 
ed During Week From Most of the Training Camps. 


ISCUSSION as to the possibility of 
the local football championship be- 
ing decided by actual contests is 

still being carried on, but that such games 
will be played this year is very unlikely. 

Authorities at Washington University fre- 
quently have expressed themselves on the 
subject, declaring that the Myrtle and Ma- 
roon will not play any local team this yeer. 
The reasons are that Washington already 
is confronted with too long and difficult a 
schedule, and that it hardly would be pos- 
sible or advisable to play any more games, 
even if the management were willing. 

St. Louis University is anxious to play 
Washington for the local championship, 
but ignores the challenge of C. B. C., which 
is also out for local honors, though espe- 
clally desiring to meet Delaney’s squad 

In the physical culture department att] 
the World's Fair the entry list for Olympic 
University football championships  con- 
tains the names of but two teams—St. 
Louls and Washington universities. When 
the entry list closed some time ago it was 
found that St. Louls was the sole entry. 
In his dilemma over the failure of entries 
to materialize, Chief Sullivan of the de 
partment bethought himself of a contract 
which the World's Fair people had. This 
contract specified that the Myrtle and Ma- 
roon should play any two teams which 
the department would bring here as an 
attraction, the Intention being to get Chi- 
cago or the Carlisle Indians to play. 

This apparent hold upon Washington 
seemed to furnish the solution for the 
Olympic championship difficulty, and, ac-

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 29..It is a marvel- 
ous house thet Mrs. *® Dickson has 
built at Broad Ripple near Indianapolis 

Although in the ‘heart of the country, 
Crow's Nest has more conveniences than 
many of the costly homes of Indianapolis. 
The grounds contain almost a little city, 
baving private water and electric Light 
plants, an artificial swimming pond, ce- 
inented at sites dnd bottom, an attractive 
Gwisse cottage for the gardener’s family, a 
wonderful tennis court and stables and cow 
sheds cemented all over, which are scrubbed 
dally.

SALT LAKE TO BE UTILIZED.

EL PASO, Tex., Oct. 29.—It is proposedto 


utilize the great salt deposits in the east- 
ern part of E! Paso County.

Miss Blanche Bates begins tonight at the 
Imperial Theater_the l4th week of her St.

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NO MEDALS. FOR 
NAKED FILIPINO 


But Very Handsome Bronze Ef- 
fects Are Being Struck for 
Officials in the Islands. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Fifteen hundred 
special medals of honor are now being 
struck in the United States mint for award 
in connection with the Philippine exhibit 
at the St. Louls Exposition. They are 
bronze, the face bearing the new coat of 
arms adopted for the Philippines, sur- 
rounded by a row of flags are the words: 
“Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 194; Phil- 
ippine Exhibit.”’ 

The coat of arms for the archipelago 
shows at the top a castle, below which is 
a monster, part lion, part dragon and pa, 
sea serpent holding a drawn sword in 
one puw, the whole being printed in an 
oval frame, on all sides of which the 
United States shield shows its edges. 

These medals will be awardea by offi- 
cials connected with the Philippine ex- 
hibit, chief among which is Auaitor Law- 
she, to provincial governors, division schoo} 
superintendents, other Insular officials and 
privute individuals in the archipelago who 
contributed to the success of ihe exhibit 
at St. Louis. In addition to the medal a 
number of strictly Exposition prizes, 
diplomas of honor. etc., will be given ty in- 
dividua] exhibitors.

Discovery of Floating Islands. |AA Fortune Depends on Woman’s Toe 


ECENTLY, om ‘se equator, between Borneo and 
Sumatra, the steamer Lord Roberta passed three 
floating islands—one large and two small. The 

largeat of the three was about 600 feet long and 200 feet 
wide, and upon it were five large trees in full growth The 
two smal) islands each carried a number of banana palms 
and all three looked quite green and inviting as the steam- 
er passed close to them. About three years ago, off the 
south coast of Luzon, the United States warship Zafiro 
passed a drifting island with trees erect; and the Manila, 
near Mindanao, saw many small floating islands well out 
to sea. One of the most remarkable specimens of these 
drifting masses, originally doubtless forming parts of the 
bank of a river, was that tracked from point to point by 
the hydrographic office at Washington on the monthly 
series of pilot charts of the nerth Atlantic, which are 
so well known to navigators of every maritime nation. 
On July 28, 1902, the steamer Blue Jacket sighted « ficat- 
ing island, covering a quarter of an acre, the topmost 
branches of the trees being at least 30 feet above the 
level of the sea, when about 450 miles due east of New 
York. A fortnight later it was observed in almost the 
same position; on Aug. 26, 500 miles east of Boston, the 
Roman Prince sighted it much diminished in aise, being 
then only about 20 feet square; and it was last reported 
by the Ebro, on Sept. 19, 800 miles east of Halifax, N. &

on the occasion of Pope Leo’s jubilee, have found their 
way, as so many before them, into the possession of poor 
churches and missions. Again, the death of the Pope and 
the consequent reversal of his personal effects to his 
nephew, Count Pecci, rendered the possibility of their 
being collected and transferred to “distant America” ex- 
ceedingly remote. 

We have not, then, been favored with a view of the 
jubilee gifts of Leo XIII as we have been with those of 
Victoria, but to make up in some measure for the dis- 
appointment the Roman authorities have seen fit to aid 
and promote the educational idea of the projectors of the 
Exposition by forwarding facsimiles of the most valuable 
and interesting documents in the world. Here again the 
unthinking will feel aggrieved that these facsimiles are 
not the originals, forgetting that the historical value of 
a document is not measured by the empty curiosity ite 
antiquity may evoke, bat by its literary worth, which, if 
it be such as these, accurate reproductions of priceless his- 
torical treasures, equals the original. When one recalls 
how exclusive has been the custodianship of these docu- 
ments of antiquity, how jealously they have been guarded 
throughout the centuries, and how even the papal ban has 
not unfrequently been fulminated against those who would 
presume to make free with sacred treasures, we can 
understand that it would certuinly be temerarious to ex- 
pect to find the original “Vatican Bible” in the hall of the 
Administration building. As late as 1843, Tischendoff, a 
scholar of world-wide reputation, an antiquary with a 
royal commission, “after long and anxious expectation ob- 
tained a sight of the original Vatican Bible for a period of 
two days of six hours each.” ‘This meant, also, constant 
supervision on the part of the custodians while the great 
scholar was at work. During the pontificate of Leo XIII, 
however, these restrictions have in great part been re 
moved and the Vatican library now stands open, with its 
wealth of historic documents, to the accredited scholars 
of the world. 

In this facsimile, therefore, of the Vatican Bible the 
studemt has an opportunity of becoming ted with 
the style and appearance of the and for the 
matter of study of text, it is as serviceable as the original. 
Detached leaves are shown, reproducing the text, condition 
of the vellum, lettering, arrangement of matters, etc. The 
Vatican Bible is classed in the Vatican library as “Codex 
(manuscript volume) Vaticanus,” 1209, and is the oldest 
manuscript in existence containing the scriptures. It dates 
back to the fourth century, roughly the year A. D. 350. 
It is written on vellum or prepared skin and is remarkable 
for the freshness of its appearance and the thinness of the 
material on which it is written. The characters are Greek, 
and are all uncial or capitals. There are three columns to 
each page and the written matter is without any division 
of chapters, verses or words. It has, however, the Greek 
accents and breathings, added, it is supposed, by a later 
hand. The peculiarities of the letters seem to show that 
it- was written by one and the same copyist, though Tisch- 
endorf contends that it is the work of three different 
scribes, one of whom he identifies with the oopyist who 
wrote part of the Codex Sinaiticus, discovered by himeelf 
in May 1844, in St. Catherine’s monastery on Mount Sinai, 
whence its name “Sinaiticus.” It is impoesible to pro- 
nounce upon this matter with certainty,but there is at least 
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as the birthplace of the Codex Vaticanus as well as 
Caesarea. One thing is certain, however, that in point of 
antiquity it is admitted by all scholars and critics to be 
the earliest now extant. The word codex is used, not neces- 
sarily implying that the Bible is a complete one, for Codex 
Vaticanus wants the first 46 chapters of Genesis, some 32 
of the Psalms and portions of the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
St. Paul’s Epistle to Timothy, Titus and Philemon, as wel! 
as the whole of the Apocalypse, or Revelation, missing 
portions of the beginning and end of the volume. 

It may be truly said that a history might be written of 
the attempts to collate this volume, that is, to compare it 
with other manuscripts in order to ascertain by comparison 
the points in which they agree and differ. Sepulveda men- 
tions it in writing to Erasmus as early as 1534, Werner 
in 1580, while in 1669 the first collation of the manuscript 
was made by Bartolocci, librarian of the Vatican, but, 
owing to an accident, it was never published. In 1810 it 
was taken by Napoleon to Paris and submitted to the in- 
spection of the celebrated critic, Hug, who was the first 
to place it in the rank it now holds as the oldest and most 
valuable monument of antiquity. He it was who assigned 
it to the fourth century, a conclusion which has been 
acquiesced in by the best critics since. Under Pius IX 
an edition was issued by Vercelone-Cozza and, later still, 
the edition in photographic facsimile. 

It may seem strange that we possess papyrus fragments 
of the classics which antedate the Codex Vaticanus by 
centuries, and it might be asked how is it possible that 
no copy of the New Testament remains earlier than the 
date of this Bible, circa A. D. 350? Various reasons are 
assigned; unlike other documents, these early copies of the 
scripture were subjected to constant public and private 
use. During almost 800 years ef persecution, from that 
inaugurated by the Emperor Nero, A. D. 64, down to the 
days of Diocletian, A. D. 303, the followers of Ohrist were 
hunted and ferreted out as the veriest criminals, their 
goods confiscated, their bodies given over to the execution- 
ers. In such a state of society the ownership of theses 
documents must have shifted repeatedly and the manu- 
scripts generally shared the fortunes of their custodians; 
poverty, obscurity and fina] destruction was the fate of 
most of them, as it was of their unhappy possessors. In 
the year A. D. 303, within the century in which the Vat 
lean Bible was produced, the most violent and b oody 
persecution that the church was ever called upon to 
undergo was put on foot by the licentious and cruel 
Emperor Diocletian. It was one vast concerted action 
throughout the limits of the empire, which at that period 
were coterminous with the world, a last effort of dying 
paganism to stamp out Christianity for all time, and with 
it came the imperial edict commanding that all sacred 
books of the Christians should be destroyed. The ruth- 
less character of this order may to a certain extent explain 
the absence of al] but a few copies which survived, and 
these, when replaced by the more accurate transcripts men- 
tioned by the historian Eusebius, were allowed to perish. 
This ancient book, then, was most probably ushered into 
existence when peace succeeded the long horror of perse- 
eutéon, in the reign of the Constantines, the first of the 
Roman emperors to acknowledge and profess Christianity. 
When we reflect through what vicissitudes it has passed 
throughout these years—the fall of the Roman empire, 
the irruptions of Goth and Vanda] and Hun, the revolu- 
tions and wars of 16 centuries—we may \readily umier- 
stand that the Popes were within reason in t desire te 
safeguard this venerable document and preset've it for suc- 
ceeding generations, by every means in theirpower.
